"The eauges anil cuaditivns of 
infection, in cyseutery are alse 
well known.

Atuwebic dysentery was respons 
sible for the universal sickness 
in Gallipeli autfor an inereasing 
amount of illness, in France. 
Bacillary dysentery apprared un 
almost every fishting frout when 
the weather. was suitably warm. 
In pre-war Eagland the furmer 
type of the disease was fare and 
the latter was on the decline, 
though it was stl recognise.) as 
the cause of limite? eptlemics i: 
asylums and cther instivutions, 
in both forms of the disease in- 
fection isacyaired from food and 
drink which have been  con- 
taminated from the discharges of 
the invalid, and it is very 
probable that flies are the most 
jmportant azents in this process.

case of typhoid, Modern sanilary 
enaditions are‘abolishing typhoid 
fover, aud itis reasonable to be- 
lieve thatunder these com sitions 
whieh closely re- 
sembles typhoid in its mole of 
spread, cinnot gain much footing 
here.

the mewspéper Gil Blas a 
series of short, bright: sketches 
of the leading’ journals of the 
capital, and when they came to 
make their remarks on L' Aurore, 
which was edited by M.’Clemen- 
ceau, they noted that this man, 
who hed already. gathered fame.
